Of their nine children, seven 
grew to m aturity. Two were 
tragically murdered, and six of 
the remaining adults lived long 
useful lives in this countv 
The 
names ot the Nabers and their 
children: William Joel. Jam es 
Buchanan 
(Uncle Jim ), John 
Bailey, Fannie 
(Mrs. George 
Vernon), M argaret (Mrs. R. A. 
Baird), and Dora (Mrs. J. W. 
Greene), are liberally sprinkled 
in reports of religious, business, 
and civic activities in Coman­ 
che iov just less than its first 
one hundred years. 
Dora Nabers was born July 
2. 
1851 
in 
Bell County and 
came to Comanche with 
her 
parents. She was married to J. 
W. Greene March 19, 1374, by 
(he well-known pioneer Metho­ 
dist minister, the Rev. P. W. 
Gravis. 
Allhough he was first a cab­ 
inet maker, J. W. Greene later 
served as marshall in Coman­ 
che during the 1870’s, a raw 
period in its history to say the 
least. According to L. B. Rus­ 
sell editorializing in 1913. “Jeff” 
Greene was very influential in 
the 
break-up 
of 
the 
lawless 
gangs who frequented the town 
at the time and in the estab­ 
lishment of law and order Al­ 
so involved in law' enforcement 
at this time was M. R. Greene, 
Jeff’s brother, who was a dep­ 
uty U.S. marshall. M. R. was 
unfortunatley killed at Cora in 
1877 by some counterfeiters he 
was attempting to arrest. 
In the 1880’s J. W. Greene be­ 
came a merchant. His adver­ 
tisement appearing in The Co­ 
manche Chief in 1882 
lists 
a 
profusion of farm machinery as 
well as groceries for sale from 
his store on the northwest cor­ 


ner of the square at the Service 
Drug’s present location. 
The seven 
Greene children 
included the daughters pictured 
here with Mrs. Greene as well 
as Cyril and Ossie, and 
Jeff 
who died as a child. For many 
years their home was at 
the 
corner of E. Grand and Pearl 
Streets where all the children 
except Lucy were born in 
a 
walnut bed now owned by Mrs. 
Cyril Greene. 
The untimely death of J. W. 
Greene in 189J left Mrs. Greene 
with a growing family to rear, 
a task which she handled ably. 
Just one example o f 
Mrs. 
Greene’s 
determination 
a n d 
faith in her community was her 
unhesitating decision to rebuild 
her store building immediately 
after the 1898 fire which de­ 
stroyed a 
large 
part 
of the 
west side of the square. 
The 
Chief was published above the 
store at the time. 
It’s back 
»iles were unfortunately lost in
